Looking Four Ways

One of the most unkind things children 
can say concerning one who has to wear 
glasses is the unthoughtful sneer, “Four 
eyes.” Weve heard of people seeing 
double but never have I heard of one 
seeing quadruple. To look four ways at 
the same time is difficult—if not impos- 
sible. Such a person must be a freak 
indeed. However, it is not my thought 
nor intention to suggest that we under- 
take the impossible of looking four ways 
at the same time, but the first of the 
new year is an opportune time for our 
looking in four directions. 

THE RETROSPECTIVE VIEW is 
perhaps the most common at this time 
of the year. The Apostle Paul’s familiar 
words will be used many times - “Breth- 
ren, I count not myself to have appre- 
hended; but this one thing I do, forget- 
ting those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things which 
are. before, I press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” 

The proper and legitimate use of mem 
ory is never unscriptural. Of all the pow- 
ers that God has given us, none is more 
wonderful than memory. It is a two-fold 
power. It is the power that gathers in 
the past, and crowds into some secret 
chamber the twice ten-thousand things 
that we have learned. And then it is the 
power that out of that vast crowded 
storehouse brings forth things “old and 
new and calls them to mind. “Remem- 
ber the former things of old; I am God, 
and there is none like me.” Isa. 46:9. 
From the past we must draw encourage- 
ment for today and hope for tomorrow. 
Lest we forget Calvary, Jesus instituted 
the Lord’s Supper—“This do in remem- 
brance of me.” The counting of our past 
blessings is our solemn responsibility and 
profitable occupation. “It is of the Lord’s 
mercies that we are not consumed, be- 
cause his compassions fail not.” 


This mid-century year has gone into 
history as a year of revivals and a re- 
turn to unprecedented mass evangelism. 
We have lived to witness and read of 
some of the greatest revivals in the his- 
tory of America and even of the world. 
In our own denomination, unparalleled 
forward moves have been accomplished. 
Our own District has enjoyed tremend- 
ous strides in spiritual and material pros- 
perity. Individual churches unite in one 
glad acclamation: “Hitherto hath the 
Lord helped us.” 

While it is proper to remember past 
mercies and deliverances; Paul wrote 
“Forgetting those things which are be- 
hind.” Remembering tends to become a 
substitute for doing. The energy that 
should go into work is expended in 


dreaming of “the good old days.” A man 
cannot run with his eyes looking over 
his shoulder; he is sure to stumble. For- 
get our past failures, yesterday's injuries, 
and, yes, even our past attainments. Paul 
gives us the best way to forget: “Reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are 
before.” ; 

So our second look could be THE 
PROSPECTIVE VIEW. Our ideal or ob- 


iective must ever be beyond our accomp- — — 
lishments. Our Pentecostal heritage must 


ever lead us onward with enlarged vis- 
ion and higher objectives than was our 
last year’s goal. Our biggest competitor 
must be our last year’s records. 
Dissatisfaction is the first step to im- 
provement. Dissatisfaction with the pen 
brought forth the printing press. Dis- 
satisfaction with the horse-drawn char- 
iots brought forth the car and locomo- 
tives. The reformation and all spiritual 
revivals come as a result of a godly dis- 
satisfaction with religious trends. There — 
is little hope for a family which is satis- _ 
fied with living in filth and squalor. The 


woman who is satisfied with her vicious | 


tongue will never be liberated. The reel- 


ing, derelict of humanity. whom we rec- | 


ognize as a drunkard, will remain in his 
state of inebriacy unless he gets dissatis- © 
fied with himself and the way he is living. 
The prodigal had to become disgusted 
and discontent before he could know the 
father’s forgiving love. oe 

Let the lesson from the past and hope 
for the future unite in strenuous concen- 
tration of effort in the present. The se- 
cret of all church or individual growth — 
and development is setting objectives — 
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that are just beyond the reach of human 
or natural abilities. Then one is thrown 
back upon divine resources for strength 
to do the otherwise impossible. 

_ The church and individual who keeps 
well within their preconceived and sup- 
posed “abilities” and natural capacities 
will never see nor enjoy the miraculous 
intervention of God. “Have faith in God’; 
*-with God nothing shall be impossible.” 
Luke 1:37. Dare to tackle the humanly 
impossible in this new year. 


_ THE INTROSPECTIVE VIEW is the 
inward glance. It is profitable to take in- 
ventory of ourselves. Self-examination 
is commanded by God. Self-judgment is 
too often neglected in church circles. 
“For if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged.” 1 Corinthians 11 
instructs us that chastisement may be 
the result of lack of self-discipline. In- 
ventory time is a time to ascertain if we 
have lost or gained in the past year. Ask 
yourself the following questions. Am I 
more spiritual now than I was at the be- 
@ining of last year? Have I conquered 
my secret sins? Have I neglected my 
secret prayer and Bible-reading? Have 
I the joy of my salvation? How many 
souls can I definitely say I've won to 
Christ? Have I dropped out of Bible 
study and church attendance? Have I 
really done by best for Christ and His 
church? May each of these questions be 
a message from God to your soul. Self- 
examination is profitable though un- 
pleasant. It is essential though mortify- 
ing. It is progressive though depressive. 
“Let a man examine himself—”. 

Our final look should be in the up- 
ward direction—THE PERSPECTIVE 
VIEW. If the outlook is bad, try the up- 
ward look. If you look down, you will 
‘soon go down. A bird cannot look down 
and soar, neither can you. “Let us search 
and try our ways, and turn again to the 
LORD. Let us lift wp our heart with our 
hands unto God in the heavens.” The an- 
cient Greeks called man Anthrophas— 
“The upward looking creature.” Amer- 
jica’s vast resources have not solved the 
problems of peace. American ingenuity 
and cultural living have failed to re- 
duce the crime wave. The international 
‘tensions and devastating war have force- 
fully taught that head-training, mental 
cultivation, is not a cure-all. We must 
‘set ourselves to “seek the face of the 
Lord” for this new year with it’s untrod 
‘peth and foreboding war clouds. Re- 
solve to keep Christ’s ultimatum before 
vou: “Without me, ye can do nothing.” 
Yet take courage in the thought: “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strenetheneth me.” May you look back- 
ward and see Christ dying for vou. Look 
upward and see Christ pleading for you. 
f.ook inward and see Christ living in 
you. Look forward and see Christ com- 
ing for you.

Walking With The Lord

And Enoch walked with God after he 
begat Methuselah three hundred years, 
and begat sons and daughters. And all 
the days of Enoch were three hundred 
sixty and five years. And Enoch walked 
with God, and he was not; for God took 
him. Gen, 5:22-24. 

The best place in all the world is near 
the Lord. Enoch found it to be so. After 
God created man He wanted to have 
fellowship with him, and would come 
down in the cool of the evening and walk 
7 and talk with him. But this 
2 first man that was created 
failed and hid himself from 
God, and because of sin he 
could walk no more with 
God. Not so with Enoch. I 
picture their walk like this. 
God would come down in 
the cool of the evening to walk with him. 
One evening they were walking together 
and were so overjoyed with each other 
that they did not notice how far from 
Enoch’s home they were getting: And 
God finally said, “Enoch, we're so far 
from your home that you can't get back 
tonight, come home with me.” And Enoch 
could not be found for God took him. 

The end of a consecrated walk with 
God will be the rapture, or a great pro- 
motion with the Lord. Some, while try- 
ing to walk with the Lord, get ahead of 
him, as Moses did when he was asked 
to speak to the rock: but instead of speak- 
ing he smote it twice. Num.20:8-12. And 
by his getting ahead of the Lord he was 
not permitted to enter the promised 
land. Peter got behind by following the 
Lord afar off and later denied Him. Matt. 
26:58, 69, 70. Some will say it is so hard 
to walk with Him. It is if we want to 
serve the world at the same time. 

We read in Luke 1:6 that Zecharias 
and his wife Elizabeth were both right- 
eous before God, walking in all the com- 
mandments and ordinances of the Lord 
blameless. We note that Enoch had the 
same responsibilities that we have today. 
He lived in a time when every imagina- 
tion of man’s heart was evil continually. 
He was a husband and a father and had 
to provide for his household as we do 
today. It is possible for us to walk blame- 
less. “How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things.” Rom. 
10:15. A missionary while preaching on 
a raised platform said a native fell at his 
feet and began to worship, saying, “Beau- 
tiful feet that come so far to tell us how 
to be saved.” 

TO WALK WITH THE LORD IS TO 
BEAR THE CROSS (Matt. 16:24) and 
the cross means suffering. But one day 
the sutferings will turn to joy. “For I reck- 
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on that the sufferings of this present time 
are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory that will be revealed in us.” 

Paul was called to preach the gospel 
and suffer. Acts 9:16. The Lord said, 
“For I will show him how great things 
he must suffer for my name's sake.” He 
was willing to suffer for Christ. Acts 21: 
li. The prophecy was, that Paul would 
be bound at Jerusalem. When his friends 
besought him not to go, he said to them, 
“Il am ready not to be bound only, but 
also to die at Jerusalem for the name of 
the Lord Jesus.” Samuel Morris, a con- 
secrated Negro, lived a life of suffer- 
ings. He was misunderstood, abused, and 
kicked about. But one day God took him 
home. Elijah was a type of Christ. And 
Elisha was a picture of a faithful servant 
of Christ. 2 Kings 2:1-6. Elisha refused 
to listen to any advice of the world and 
kept his eyes upon Elijah, and they too 
went on. To walk with the Lord we must 
keep our eyes upon Him, and there will 
be no danger of getting ahead, nor be- 
hind. 

TO WALK WITH THE LORD IS TO 
HAVE HIS BEST: For He has promised 
to supply all our need according to His 
riches in glory by Jesus Christ. Phil. 4:19. 
God has promised and is faithful to His 
promise. I Kings 17:6. When Elijah was 
in need of food, God sent him bread and 
flesh in the morning, and bread and 
flesh in the evening. This was sent by 
ravens, the unclean bird. 

I heard of an elderly lady, who had 
trusted God for many years, and at a 
time when she was ill and unable to get 
out and purchase food and had no one 
to send, prayed with a loud voice, say- 
ing, “Lord, send me food.” While she 
was praying two young men came by 
and heard her praying for food. One 
said to the other, “Let’s go and buy her 
some groceries and make her think God 
answered her prayer.” This they did, 
and set a basket of nice groceries by her 
door; then knocked and went around 
the house. Then she came and_ took 
the groceries in one hand and lifted the 
other to God and praised Him for send- 
ing them. When the boys heard her 
praising Him for sending them, they 
said to her, “The Lord didn’t send them, 
we brought them. She said “Lord, I thank 
you for them though you did send them 
by the devil.” 

If we walk with the Lord, He will 
provide for us if He has to feed us by 
ravens, or if He has to make a bread boy 
out of the devil. When Elisha was walk- 
ing with Elijah, he desired the best and 
he got it. 2 Kings 2:12-14. Another time 
Elijah was in need of food and the Lord 
miraculously provided for him at the 
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widows house, 1 Kings 17:8-16. And 
again when Elijah was overwrought and 
become despondent and wanted to die: 
the great God of heaven knew what he 
needed and gave his servant sleep, and 
scent an angel with a cake to feed him: 
this was repeated. I Kings 19:1-7. 

1 believe Hagar loved the Lord and 
was trying to walk with Him at the time 
jealousy came into her home and she 
and her son were cast out. They wander- 
ed in the wilderness until their bread 
and water were gone, and there was no 
one to provide for them. She cast her 
child under a shrub and walked away 
and sat down and wept, believing they 
would die there in the wilderness. God 
heard their voices and called to them 
out of heaven. She took the child up 
again, and the Lord said, “I will make a 
ereat nation of the lad.” God opened her 
eves and she saw a well of water there 
which she was so much in need of. I do 
not know if that well had been there 
prior to that day or not, but it was possi- 
ble the Lord drilled it in about two sec- 
onds. It would have taken a driller a long 
time to have set up his equipment and 
drill a well, but the Lord can drill one 
in a second. Gen. 21:9-21. 

TO WALK WITH THE LORD IS TO 
"FE FRIENDS: John 15:18-15, “Ye are 
my friends if ye do whatsoever I com- 
mend you. Henceforth I call you not 
servants: For the servant knoweth not 
what his Lord doeth: But I have called 
you friends: For all things that I have 
heard of my Father I have made known 
unto you. A friend is something or 
semeone to be appreciated. The Lord is 
a friend, that will be a friend. Isa. 41:13. 
“For I, the Lord thy God will hold thy 
right hand, saying unto thee, fear not: 
I will help thee.” Well, this is wonderful, 
isn’t it? Just to think when the battle gets 
hot, the Lord is holding our right hand 
and is going to help us. The question 
may be asked, “will He ever turn us loose 
or will He leave us to fight the battle 
alone?’ No, He said in Matt. 28:20— 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even until the 
end of the world.” Again He said, “I will 
never forsake thee.” and “I am a present 
help in every time of. trouble.” I Sam. 
18:11. Here king Saul cast the javelin at 
David. Again in I, Sam. 19:10. Both 
times David escaped. Why? Because 
God’s hand was holding David’s. When 
the three Hebrew children were com- 
manded to worship the image or be 
cast into the fire, they chose the fire. 
And when they were cast into the fire, 
the fire destroyed the men that cast 
them in,. When the king looked into the 
fire, he asked, “Did not we cast three men 
bound into the fire?’ They answered, 
“Three, O King.” He answered and said, 
“Lo, I see four men loose, walking in 
the midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurts And the form of the fourth is like 
the Son of God.” Dan 8:19-25. Isn’t it 
wonderful to know that He will even 
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walk through the fire with us, and will 
deliver us? They came out without the 
smell of smoke on them. 

TO WALK WITH HIM IS TO FEAR 
HIM: Prov. 1:7. “The fear_of the Lord 
is the beginning of knowledge.” I am 
sure that our greatest desire is life. In 
Proverbs 10:27 He has promised us a 
long life by living in His fear.

The Lord sent His 
angel and shut the lion’s mouths. Dan. 
6:22. Some would say the lions were 
harmless, but as we read verse 24 we 
tind that others were devoured as they 
were cast into the den. 

Gidion walked with the Lord, and he 
prospered and lead the children of Israel 
to a great victory. Samson walked with 
God tor a while and was mighty in 
power, but when he yielded to sin and 
quit walking with Him, he lost his power, 
and his life was shortened and he died 
with his enemies. 

As we enter this new year let us pur- 
pose to walk close to God until we reach 
the golden streets of heaven never to 
suifer or be tempted again.

Religious

These are days in which that which 
can be shaken is being shaken. These are 
days in which the “taken for granted” 
is being examined for its true worth. One 
of such things is our religious liberty. 
At this hour it is standing in jeopardy. It 
is being chalienged by the military might 
and satanic ingenuity of a mighty mass 
of worldings. If we are to preserve our 
religious liberty for ourselves and to ex- 
tend its blessings to fields afar we must 
get to its foundations quickly and stand 
there with heart convictions. 

Religious liberty - that right to choose 
how, when, where and what to worship. 
Where did it come from? What is its 
source? 

I would like to offer for your consider- 
ation that it is not traditionally Ameri- 
can. Religious liberty is foundationed in 
free moral agency. Free moral agency is 
God’s gift to man. The right to choose. 
With what dignity God has clothed hu- 
manity - the right to choose. It is a right 
that God gave and across which boun- 
dary He will not cross without the will 
of man. Yes, the right of choice is given 
of God, but, with it, He most wonder- 
fully and explicitly, by precept and ex- 
ample, makes known the immutability of 
His laws of righteousness. 

How clearly the Word records the 
fact that no individual has in the final 
analysis prospered who has chosen to 
oppose God’s laws of righteousness. Also, 
that no nation has successfully perpetu- 
ated itself on the same choice. Many 
have tried. None have succeeded. 

The Scripture says: “The wicked shall 
be turned into hell, and all the nations 
that forget God.” (Psalm 9:17). At first 
this sounds vindictive and harsh, but 
sober consideration causes the mind to

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realize that this is just and right. If, in 
the freedom of choice, choice is made 
to ignore the laws of God, that choice 
also includes the penalties. Might I add 
here that the laws of righteousness are 
not arbitrary laws on the part of God, 
but are such because of the nature of 
sais being. Being holy, just and right His 
iaws are holy, just and right. 

To say again, the right to choose is 
beld inviolate by God. However, the 
warning that wrong choice will bring its 
evil consequences is fairly declared. 

Each generation has had its quota of 
devotees who have dedicated themselves 
to prove that religious liberty can pros- 
per apart from God and obedience to 
His laws of righteousness. But the rec- 
ord declares that each generation has 
buried its dead and left this epitaph: 
“Failure - they chose to walk without 
God.” 

A consideration of the price of relig- 
ious liberty will cause us to realize that 
inasmuch as it springs from God, God is 
its first sustainer. He gave His Son, 
Jesus, on Calvary, to bring light and to 
keep alive hope for mankind. This light 
and hope come through His atonement. 
Were it not so the powers of godless des- 
potism would prevail to choke out the 
sacred right to choose for one’s self the 
object of worship. 

Mankind has also paid a price for re- 
ligious liberty. Many before us have led 
the way with a terrible price of suffer- 
ing, privation and death to gain and 
preserve this liberty. Our own boys who 
ere now fighting in Korea are having 
no small part in preserving this right to ~ 
choose, 

Then, religious liberty has in it a tre- 
mendous risk. God was willing for this

risk for the greater good. It is well ex- 
pressed in the words of Joshua when he 
said: “Now therefore fear the Lord, and 
serve Him in sincerety and in truth: and 
put away the gods which your fathers 
served on the other side of the flood, and 
in Egypt; and serve ye the Lord. And if 
it seem evil unto you to serve the Lord, 
choose you this day whom ye will serve; 
whether the gods which your fathers 
served that were on the other side of 
the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 
im whose land ye dwell: but as for me and 
mv house, we will serve the Lord.” A 
risk? Decidedly so. God placed before 
them the right of choice; and at the 
risk of losing them to follow the bent of 
the natural man, He made Himself avail- 
able to them, but if they chose to turn 
Him down He still said: “Choose ve.” 
God detests religious vacuum and a 
spineless, willy-nilly heart. But at the 
risk of losing some, He still says: “Choose 
ye.” 

We, too, must be willing to accept its 
risk. [For example: Our boys in Korea 
are suffering tragedy even now as I 
write. Our hearts are anxious. Sometimes 


we are angry with the trifling attitudes 


of some, but we dare not become em- 
bittered. There are still certain principles 
of religious liberty involved. Out of the 


~ awful commercialism and hyprocrisy of 


war these values are to be salvaged - 
values that are far above the apparent 
cost. Our boys have not and are not 
dying in vain. Isolated as the action may 
appear now, it is a part of the whole pat- 
tern and affects tremendously every 
corner of the world. 

Tragedies are part of our everyday 
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existence at this time. In the very at- 
mosphere is the sense of impending 
tragedy. But above them all is the trag- 
edy of religious liberty. I must found 
this part of my thoughts on these words: 

Religious liberty - the right to choose 
- thunders in trumpet tones that with 
the right to choose is the responsibility 
to choose and to choose aright! 

Religious liberty is not synonymous 
with religious aimlessness. The laws of 
God have to do with us whether or not 
we choose to have to do with them. This 
is inescapable. Yet, how many tragically 
use religious freedom as an excuse to 
be free from religion. 

Religious liberty is not deity, to be 
worshipped. However, in this land of 
liberty many have made religious lib- 
erty their god, which, analyzed, re- 
veals it as a polite and dignified manner 
in which to clothe religious aimlessness 
and godlessness. This has created a subtle 
process in which men have forgotten 
God, and being quite pleased with them- 
selves, in religious liberty, have exalted 
themselves to satisfy their religious 
needs, thus becoming their own gods. 
God Almighty has recorded the tragedy 
of such a process and has recorded it in 
these words: “Wherefore God also gave 
them up to uncleanness.” “For this cause 
God gave them up unto vile affections.” 
“And even as they did not like to retain 
God in their knowledge, God gave them 
over to a reprobate mind.” (Romans - 
first chapter ). 

In other words: In the land of religious 
liberty we are gradually, and with ever- 
increasing speed, surrendering the moral 
and spiritual basis of our religious lib- 
erty. Its twin-tragedy is that form of 
thinking that holds that we can retain 
our religious liberty by simplv willing 
to do so and surrounding ourselves with 
civil and religious powers sufficient to 
maintain and defend it. 

It is not in man to so will and perform. 
As surely as mankind chooses to drift 
from God he surrenders the moral and 
spiritual basis of religious liberty. With 
the foundation gone the superstructure 
falls. 

Therefore: The first requisite to ob- 
taining and maintaining religious liberty 
is the God-centered life. To have this 
kind of a life we must have to do with 
God’s Son, Jesus Christ, for the Word 
declares that no man cometh unto the 
Father, except through Christ. Thus, 
Christianity, vita! Christianity, speaks.

A milestone in C. A. progress was 
reached during the year 1950. It has 
been twenty-five years since the youth 
of the Assemblies of God first organized.

The Sunday School And The Teacher 


(Message given at Sunday School Convention by William Suter, 
pastor of Denver Assembly of God, Houston, Texas. ) 


“Go ye therefore, and teach all ‘na- 
tions . . . Teaching them to observe all 
things Whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” Matt. 28:19, 20. It was Nicodemus 
who said, “Master, we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God.” It was one 
of His enemies who said, “Never man 
spake like this man.” Jesus was a teach- 
er who taught men the way to the king- 
dom. Paul says, “I speak the truth in 
Christ, and lie not .. . a teacher to the 
Gentiles in faith and verity.” In Ephes- 
ians 4:11 we find teaching as a gift, 
along with that of pastors and evan- 
gelists. ; 

There are many phases of God’s work, 
and teaching is definitely one of them. 
We would do well to exercise this God- 
given gift in the church today. Flaming 
evangelism, yes, but along with that, 
teaching. The Sunday School offers that 
niinistry to the church and to the world. 
Jesus was a teacher sent from God, and 
teachers today need to have God’s call 
upon them. When God calls a man He 
qualifies him for the task for which He 
calls him. 

The teacher must be a leader, yet humble. 

One of the first qualifications for the 
teacher is that of leadership. Teachers 
must of necessity be leaders .. . Humanly 
speaking, leadership is the only problem 
of the church. In the world today we 
find a hunger for leadership. So much 
so, that it only waits till it hears the voice 
of a leader; then it follows. There is a 
need for those who have the call of God 
upon them for the teaching ministry to 
seek to excel as leaders. That is, leaders 
in their own right and realm. The ability 
to properly present the lesson will nat- 
urally follow. 

Lowliness and kindness go together. 
A lordly or loud person can be a driver, 
or a bully, but never a leader. He that 
ruleth his spirit is better than he that 
taketh a city. Every display of authority 
lessens authority. They govern best who 
appear not to govern at all. Love de- 
termines motives, and there should al- 
ways be the genuine true motive. This 
is the real heart of leadership. Not dom- 
ination, but fellowship. Not by fear, but 
by the compulsion of affection. One 
central motive controls every person- 
ality. Only those who have learned to 
obey commands can give commands. A 
man who would not make a good private 
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in the ranks would never make a good 
general in the field. 

The teacher should be, by all means, 
a Christian. He should have the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit upon him. The Holy 
Spirit alone can quicken the Word and 
make it alive. The Lord will so anoint the 
teacher who seeks for such anointing. 
The teacher must know his Bible dis- 
pensationally and doctrinally. “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” 
The Teacher and the school— 

The teacher must know the rules and 
regulations of his Sunday school, and 
work in fullest harmony with those over 
him. He should adapt himself to the age 
he teaches. For instance, if he teaches 
juniors, he must understand the charac- 
teristics of juniors. . 

It is the teacher who spends much 
time in preparation who has a well bal- 
anced lesson to give his class. In order to 
be properly prepared he should begin 
to study early in the week. He should 
use a commentary and a concordance 
and any other helps that would be to his 
advantage. In preparation he will, of 
course, select a central truth and adapt 
it to his particular class. Along with his 
study, he will earnestly pray for the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit as he looks for- 
ward to the teaching period. 

A wide-awake teacher will be in his 
place well before time Sunday morning. 
He will have a happy heart, and be al- 
ways smiling. He will be prompt to shake 
hands with everybody. He will pay spec- 
ial attention to the visitor and use the 
utmost tact in their regard. We all love 
to have special attention given us; you 
see, its part of our nature. The teacher 
will take advantage of this. It would not 


‘do for him to miss even one. 


Discipline becomes a problem in some 
cases; but an understanding teacher with 
the love of God in his heart, and at the 
same time sobered with the seriousness 
of his responsibility, will act in time and 
in such a way that order will be main- 
tained. 

The time comes for the lesson to be 
given. Accordingly, the teacher will put 
his whole heart to this task, and yet with 
faith in God, he will relax to the point of 
naturalniess. Paul said, “I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high call- 


ine of God in Christ Jesus.” Indeed there 
shall be rewards today, as well as before 
the judgment seat of Christ, for the faith= 
ful.

There is no virtue so valuable in the — 
worker as faithfulness to all his duties. 
The duties of the teacher do not end with — 
the closing period of the Sunday school. — 
Far too many have adopted for their 
favorite Scripture “He maketh me to lie 
down.”

When we began our prepared- 
ness program in 39, B-17 bombers cost 
$300,000; today’s B-36 bombers cost more 
than $8 million. Destroyers cost $7 mil- 
lion each in 39; now they cost $40 mil- 
lion. Light tanks could be produced for 
$27,000 in 39, but today they cost $225,- 
000. 

“At the peak of World War II, in *44, 
we could equip an infantry division for 
$14.5 million - now the cost is $74 mil- 
lion. Six years ago an armored division 
could be outfitted for $30 million, as 
compared with $199 million today.”

is owned by one man, Lester Dill. He 
has recently asked tho R.F.C. for a

Clinically Dead May be Revived 


Someday soon a human who is clin- 
ically dezd mav be brought back to life 
by a new artificial heart and lung ma- 
chine. 

One machine which may do this is be- 
inv in readiness during difficult heart 
operations in the Hahnemann Hospital 
in Philadelphia. 

The machine and its potentialities were 
described by Dr. Charles P. Bailey, chief 
of chest surgery, and associates at Hahn- 
emann, to the Ohio chapter of the Amer- 
ican College of Chest Physicians. 

It has worked successfully on dogs. 
He said it kept one dog alive for 71 
minutes, while it pumped her blood and 
gave it new oxygen. 

It took dark red blood from two veins 
neer the heart, bypassing the dog’s own 
heart and lungs, and pumped refreshed 
bright red blood back into an artery in 
the neck. The dog recovered completely 
after the machine was disconnected and 
her own heart took over its normal work. 

The surgeon revealed if this can be 
done safely with humans it will make 
possible new kinds of chest operations 
and medical treatment of heart and 
lung diseases.

HOW THE PEOPLE TRY 
TO OBTAIN HARVEST BLESSINGS 


Three big days are called for celebra- 
tions and to pray to their gods for harvest 
blessings. Pigs and chickens are butcher- 
ed, and families that own canoes paddle 
down the river and invite every relative 
to come. They feast all day, until mid- 
night every evening. Woven _ baskets 
(guiyag) are used as plates for rice, and 
wooden bowls (sucong) or bowls made 
of clay are used for their soup. the first 
night festivities consist mostly of prayers 
and feasting. 

The next day blessings are pronounced 
on newly planted rice fields. Different 
members of the family go to the fields 
to pronounce a blessing. To show you 
how Catholicism has mingled with. the 
paganism in these mountains, notice how 
the fields are blessed. Whoever goes to 
the field to bless it must first put on 
new clothes. Then he takes with him a 
basket containing salted meat or a small 
chicken, together with rice wine, cooked 
rice, and some wood for the fire. Paloqui, 
a sort of weed, is taken with a wooden 
cross which has been blessed at the 
church during mass. The person blessing 
the fields first makes a fire and cooks 
the meat. He then sprinkles a little wine 
on the cross, and sticks the cross in the 
ground as if it were being planted. He 
eats a little food and then goes on to 
another field belonging to his relatives, 
and in like manner blesses it. Rice wine 
sprinkled on the wooden cross is sup- 
posed to bring forth an abundance of 
rice. 

After all the blessings are over, the 
third day, everybody gathers together 
and eats up all the food that is left 
over. The rest of the day is called “fish- 
ing day.” Usually they fish for three 
straight days and then take their fish 
home for all-day rest. 

It is tragic indeed to see this super- 
stition wrapped around the cross in many 
parts of the Philippines today. If only 
they could all hear the story of the 
Christ of the cross and know of his love 


for them, what a transformation there 
would be.

How wonderful to be back in the field 
where God has led us. Our welcome by 
the Christians was a thing to make us 
realize how much we really love them. 
Our joy in noting the growth of the 
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church, not just in numbers, but in the 
spiritual progress and the way they are 
taking their responsibilities, is great. The 
church offerings have come up to where 
they feel they will be able to assume full 
financial responsibilities from the first 
of the year. In Sierra Leone that really 
means progress. Many of the Christians 
have learned to read the Themme. That 
helps the song services, as well as the 
Bible study. A Christ’s Ambassadors 
eroup has been organized here. They 
are really doing well in conducting their 
services. From this has sprung a group 
of young men who go out on Sundays 
after our morning service to conduct 


street meetings. 


We had a delightful trip out on the 
Ambassador. We enjoyed the fellowship 
of the other missionaries on board and 
some we met in Brazil. Because of good 
weather we were able to land right at 
Lungi Airport, which used to be our 
home. Some of our government friends 
were to meet us and to take us to their 
home for dinner and to await the arrival 
of the Hemmingers from Freetown. 

Starting the first of October we had 
a week of special meetings. Some gave 
up their “charms” they had bought from 
a witch doctor. The baptismal service 
was good from the moment it started. 
The singing was so good, and now we 
have an accordion to add volume to the 
music. Our portable organ is showing 
the effect of four years in the tropics; 
it needs repair. The last candidate re- 
auested that he give his testimony in 
English. as his boss was there. His brok- 
en English: “I Gladdy for be here to- 
night for give this witness. I Gladdy to 
have Christ in my heart. I know if I 
die or if He come how, I go gladdy, for 
I be ready to meet Him.”
